In 1926 he proceeded to Canadu, teturning to Harbin in 1°28 he 
continued to work at the Sunvery Mills for a period. efter which 
he econdueted his own locksmith workshop. In November ,1°76 he 
arrived in Shunshai from Harbin. Here he wus erployec with 
China Record Co, 14,1099 Soute de Zikawei, u8 u fitter from 
22-11-30 to 8-4-3, Some time towards the end sf 1°33 he left 
for Tsinztao where,according to him, he staved -rtil July ,1937, 
uftexs which he proceeded to Tientsin, In the teginning of Novenb 
ber,1938 he arcived in Shanghai from Tientsin and has since 
been residing ut 93 houte Remi, 

When registering with the Russian Emigrants' Committee 
in November,1920 he stated thut he was married ( wife’ name -
